Jacksonville, March 11, 193 L 


P URSUANT to due and legal notice, a meeting of 
the State Road Department was held at Jackson¬ 
ville on March 11, 1931, with the following mem¬ 
bers present: Robert W. Bentley, Chairman, William 
A. Shands, Ernest R. Graham and George B. Hills. 
B. M. Duncan, State Highway Engineer, L. K. Can¬ 
non, Assistant State Highway Engineer, Karl Roesch, 
Secretary, B. A. Meginniss, Attorney for the Depart¬ 
ment', and H. J. Morrison, FederaUHighway Engineer, 
were also in attendance. 

Minutes Approved 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
minutes of the meeting held at Ocala, February 18, 
1931, were duly approved. 


Wakulla County—Road 10—Wakulla to St. Marks 

Hon. W. S. McLin of Tallahassee, appeared before 
the Department as representive of Wakulla County 
to request that the Department construct at the earli¬ 
est possible moment that section of Road 10 between 
Wakulla Station and St. Marks. 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Shands, the 
following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Chairman be and he 
is hereby authorized to place the first available camp 
of convicts on the construction of the grade on that 
section of State Road 10 in Wakulla County between 
Wakulla Station and St. Marks. 
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Hillsborough County—Road 17 

County Commissioners Friend and Watkins, and 
A. B. Pirn, County Engineer of Hillsborough County, 
appeared before the Department and presented the 
deeds for the right of way for State Road 17 between 
Plant City and the Polk County line. 

Hillsborough County—Road 5 

The same delegation made enquiry as to the location 
of the overhead crossing on State Road 5, Hillsborough 
County, near Bruings. They stated that as soon as 
the Department can give them definite location lines, 
they will proceed promptly to secure the right of way 
for said project. 

Jackson County—Road 90 

A delegation from Jackson County comprising 
Senator H. II. Lewis, Representatives W. W. Wester 
and C. N. Horne, and Messrs. R. A. Willis, A. L. 
Olive and Joe Hightower, again presented to the De¬ 
partment a request that it cooperate with the county 
in the construction of State Road 90 between Mari¬ 
anna and Neals Landing in Jackson County by using 
State convicts to meet the grade which is being con¬ 
structed by the county on said road. 

Mr. Graham, member of the Department, not hav¬ 
ing arrived, and Mr. Martin, Member of the Depart¬ 
ment, being absent from this meeting, this delegation 
was requested to present its request to a full meeting 
of the Department at the Quarterly session to be 
held at Tallahassee next month, since granting the 
request would involve giving a preference to this 
project over projects which were comprised in the 
1930 budget. 

Palm Beach County 

Mr. Willard Smith, County Commissioner, Mr. 
Jake Boyd, County Engineer, and Mr. Ralph R. 
Smith, Engineer, from Palm Beach County, requested 
that they be given a conference with the Attorney 
and Engineer for the Department with reference to 
right of way matters in said county. The request was 
granted, and the conference was set for the noon hour. 

Pinellas County 

Dr. Byrd McMullen, County Commissioner, and Mr. 
C. E. Burleson, County Engineer, of Pinellas County, 
appeared before the Department and requested that it 
hold its next available meeting at Clearwater Beach. 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Bentley, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That this Department hold 
its June meeting at Clearwater on the second Wednes¬ 
day of said month. 

Project 64-A and Project 64-C—Road 17 

Dr. Fons A. Hathaway and Mr. II. E. Wolfe pre¬ 
sented to the Department the claim of II. E. Wolfe 
Construction Company for additional compensation 
on the grading of Projects 64-A and C, Road 17, 
Hillsborough County. They stated that a check 
showed some 18,000 additional yards of excavation 
in the entire job, while the firm had been paid 
for approximately 7,000 additional yards. They re¬ 
quested that the Department make an allowance of 
approximately 10,000 yards additional. The State 
Highway Engineer explained that there was included 
in the total yardage on these projects a considerable 
amount of free dirt under the terms of the con¬ 
tract which accounted for the difference between 
the amount claimed and the amount allowed. 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Shands. 
the following Resolution was adopted: 
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BE IT RESOLVED, That the Engineer for this 
Department be and he is hereby requested to examine 
further into the claim of H. E. Wolfe Construction 
Company for additional yardage on Projects 64-A 
and C, Road 17, in the light of such precedents as 
may have been established under other contracts con¬ 
taining the same specifications and special provisions 
as appeared in the contract under consideration. 
Franklin County—Road 10—Lanark to St. Teresa 

A delegation consisting of Senator S. C. Council 
of Carrabelle, and Messrs Geo. B. Perkins, Guyte P. 
McCord, George E. Lewis and Jack Simmons of Talla¬ 
hassee, requested that the Department undertake 
the immediate construction of that section of Road 
10 in Franklin County between Lanark and St. Teresa 
by placing crews of convicts on said construction. In 
view of the absence at this time of Mr. Graham and 
Mr. Martin, and the fact that the granting of this re¬ 
quest would give precedence to this project over proj¬ 
ects which appeared in the 1930 budget, the delegation 
was requested to present this request at a full meeting 
of the Department next month when it meets in 
Tallahassee in quarterly session. 

Wakulla County—Road 10 

Dr. C. M. Ausley, Chairman of the Board of County 
Commissioners of Leon County, also presented a re¬ 
quest for the immediate construction of that section 
of Road 10 between Wakulla Station and St. Marks. 
He was advised that action on this request had al¬ 
ready been taken earlier in the present meeting. 

Astor Bridge—Road 19—Lake County 

Mr. George Westbrook, Representative of Lake 
County, appeared before the Department to enquire 
if the State had taken jurisdiction of the roads in 
Lake County which it had agreed to take over for 
maintenance. He was advised that the Department 
had already made its plans to maintain the roads 
and assumed jurisdiction March 1st, and that the 
Chairman has requested Lake County in view of the 
taking over of these roads to carry out' its agreement 
to remove the tolls on the Astor Bridge over St. Johns 
River, Road 19, Lake County. Mr. Westbrook assured 
the Department that this bridge will be made toll 
free effective April 1st, and that the County Com¬ 
missioners will pass the necessary resolution before 
that date. 

Project 74—Road 2—Plymouth to Orlando 

Mr. Douglas Igou appeared before the Department 
to request information as to the basis of payment 
for earth removal on Project 74, Road 2, from Ply¬ 
mouth to Orlando. He was requested to take the 
matter up with the Engineer who would explain the 
provisions of the contract. 

Road 10—Gamier’s Bayou Bridge 

The Chairman of the Department presented to the 
members a report with reference to Gamier’s Bayou 
Bridge on Road 10, Okaloosa County, in which he 
stated that the soundings made on the location for 
said bridge show a depth of more than forty feet 
of muck or ooze below the bottom of the bayou, and 
that under the conditions the cost of the construction 
of a bridge at that point would be prohibitive; that 
Okaloosa County has proposed that it will forego the 
funds deposited with the Department for the main¬ 
tenance of the Detour Forestry Road between Val¬ 
paraiso and Camp Walton if the Department will 
inaugurate a 24-hour free ferry service across Gar- 


nier’s Bayou. That an estimate has been made tend¬ 
ing to show that the cost of the maintenance of 
such ferry would run to a thousand or eleven hundred 
dollars per month, and that the Department can pur¬ 
chase necessary power barge for approximately $3,000. 
The Chairman recommended the establishment of the 
ferry under these conditions. 

On motion of Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Chairman be and he 
is hereby authorized to establish and maintain ferry 
service across Gamier’s Bayou, Road 10, Okaloosa 
County, on a 24-hour service basis, with the under¬ 
standing that Okaloosa County will release to the 
Department such funds as it has placed with the 
Department for the maintenance of the Detour For¬ 
estry Road from Valparaiso to Camp Walton. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the author¬ 
ization hereby made to the Chairman shall include the 
purchase, at a reasonable price, of the necessary ferry 
boat and the making of all necessary arrangements 
for its operation. 

State Road 4—Eau Gallie 

The Chairman presented to the members a telegram 
from the Street Commissioner of Eau Gallie in which 
the City offers its note for $607.00, payable one year 
after date to take care of its share of the resurfacing 
of that section of State Road 4 between Guava 
Avenue and the Eau Gallie River, the city having 
heretofore agreed to pay that sum as its share of the 
work. 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That this Department do 
accept the note of the town of Eau Gallie in the sum 
of $607.00, payable one year after date in payment 
of the city’s portion of the resurfacing of State Road 
4 between Guava Avenue and the Eau Gallie River, 
provided the said note is in a form acceptable to 
the Attorney for this Department, and that said At¬ 
torney has a reasonable belief that collection of the 
same can be enforced. 

Road 4-A—Monroe County 

The Chairman reported to the members that the 
ferry between the mainland and Key West on Road 
4-A now calls at the Key Vacas Group, and traffic 
is using that section of Road 4-A in this Group, the 
road in question being the only part of Road 4-A not 
now under State maintenance. 

On motion of Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That this Department do take 
over for maintenance that section of State Road 4-A 
in Monroe County on the Keys known as the Vacas 
Group. 

Storm Damage 

The Chairman reported to the members that the 
Department had been voted by Congress upwards 
of $80,000 from the United States Government for 
its participation in the repair of roads damaged by 
the 1929 storms. He further stated that the Florida 
Congressional delegation is still hopeful of receiving 
assistance from the government on the 1928 storm 
damage claim. 

Project 918—River Junction to Road 1 

The Chairman presented to the members a letter 
from John E. Ballenger Construction Company, ad¬ 
dressed to the State Highway Engineer, in which the 
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Construction Company called attention to a clerical 
error in their bid submitted March 9th for the con¬ 
struction of Project 918 whereby the item of woven 
guard rail was bid at 60c, and the item covering 
Resiliflex guard rail was bid at 45c per lineal foot, the 
prices being in fact reversed. 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the proposal submitted 
by John E. Ballenger Construction Company on Proj¬ 
ect 918 be amended so as to show a price of 45c per 
linear foot for woven wire guard rail, and a price of 
60c per linear foot for Resiliflex guard rail; said firm 
being the lowest bidder on said project, irrespective 
of the type of guard rail selected. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That this Depart¬ 


ment do instruct' the contractor to use Resiliflex guard 
rail in the construction of this project. 

Award of Contracts 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, This Department on March 9, 1931, 
received bids for the construction of certain projects 
and for the furnishing of certain materials and sup¬ 
plies, as hereinafter listed; and 

WHEREAS, the firms and individuals hereinafter 
named, were and are hereby declared to be the lowest 
responsible bidders therefor; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That 
contracts be and the same are hereby awarded for 
the construction of such projects, and the furnishing 
of such materials, as follows, to wit:

Project 535—Road 5-A—LaFayette County 

The Chairman presented to the members a resolution 
adopted by the Board of County Commissioners of La¬ 
Fayette County in which they request that slag be 
used as cover material on that' section of Road 5-A 
between Mayo and the Taylor County line. 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That this Department does 
accede to the request of the County Commissioners 
of LaFayette County and that slag be used as the 
cover material on Project' 535, Road 5-A, LaFayette 
County between Mayo and the Taylor County line. 

Selection of Materials for Surface Treatment 

The Assistant State Highway Engineer submitted 
to the members a list of the project's which are to be 
surface treated during the current year, and requested 
direction as to the materials which should be used in 
such work. 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the materials necessary 
for surface treatment on the list of projects submitted 
by the Engineering Department be allocated on the 
basis of sixty percent on Florida stone, with the re¬ 
maining forty percent to be allocated substantially 
equally between slag and gravel, and the choice of 
bitumen be left to the selection of the Engineer. 

Surfacing on Betterments 

On motion of Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That in the repair or better¬ 
ments of roads already surface treated, that the same 
material be used for such repair and betterment as 
was used originally in the construction of said road. 

Betterment Program 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Bentley, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the schedule of the order 
of betterment work to be done during the current year 
be left to the judgment of the Engineers, except in 
the case of such emergencies as may arise. 


Purchase of Equipment 

The Assistant State Highway Engineer submitted 
to the members a list of wornout equipment, and re¬ 
quested that authority be given to replace the whole 
or a part of the same with new equipment, the sched¬ 
ule so submitted showing some seventy-two articles 
of equipment which should be replaced. 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Chairman be and 
he is hereby authorized to advertise for bids for the 
equipment listed in the report received today from 
the Assistant State Highway Engineer, together with 
the other requirements of the Department as to such 
equipment, the bids to be returnable at the next meet¬ 
ing, and the invitation for such bids to request an 
allowance for the equipment which is being replaced. 

At this point Mr. Ernest R. Graham, Member of 
the Department, arrived and took his seat. 

Columbia County Bonds—Road 82 
Messrs. McLeod and G. C. Pierce appeared before 
the Department to ascertain on what basis they or 
either of them might purchase bonds now held by the 
Department for application to the construction of 
State Road 82 in Columbia County. They were ad¬ 
vised that their negotiations should be initiated with 
the County Commissioners of Columbia County who 
would in all probability then confer with the Depart¬ 
ment if they deemed the proposal of interest. 

State Road No. 4—Lantana 
Mr. M. D. Carmichael of West Palm Beach, repre¬ 
senting the town of Lantana, presented to the Depart¬ 
ment a claim for reimbursement for the cost of the 
pavement of State Road 4 through Lantana to the 
extent of the Department’s standard eighteen-foot 
pavement'. They presented to the Department docu¬ 
ments which they claim substantiated their contention 
that there was an agreement with the town by the 
former Chairman of the State Road Department, 
under the terms of which the Department would re¬ 
imburse the town to this extent if the road was con- 
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structed according* to the Department’s plans and 
specifications. 

On motion of Mr. Hills, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Chairman, Mr. 
Ernest R. Graham, Member, the State Highway En¬ 
gineer and the Attorney for the Department, be and 
they are hereby directed to investigate the claim of 
the town of Lantana for reimbursement on account of 
the paving on State Road 4 through said town, and 
make a report of their findings to the next meeting 
of the Department. 

Road 4-A—Dade County—Homestead to Naranja 

The Chairman reported to the members that in pur¬ 
suance of direction at the last meeting of the Depart¬ 
ment, he and the State Highway Engineer have ne¬ 
gotiated with the County of Dade on the subject of 
acquisition of the right of way through property be¬ 
longing to Naranja Rock Company on Road 4-A in 
Dade County. That as a result of such negotiations, an 
arrangement has been proposed whereby the owners 
of the property will convey the necessary right of way 
if they are awarded the contract for construction of 
the fill through said property, and in addition are 
paid the sum of $4500. 

On motion of Mr. Graham, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Chairman be and he 
is hereby authorized to enter into a contract with 
Dade County under the terms of which Dade County 
shall furnish to the Department a completed fill be¬ 
tween stations 35+0 and 53+0 on Road 4-A between 
Homestead and Naranja, the Department in consider¬ 
ation thereof to pay for such right of way the sum of 
50c per cubic yard for the material placed in such 
fill, such payments to be made on monthly estimates, 
and the work to be supervised by Engineers of the 
Department. 

On motion of Mr. Graham, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Chairman be and 
he is hereby authorized to advertise for bids for the 
grading of that section of Road 4-A between Naranja 
and Homestead, said bids to be returnable at the next 
meeting. 

Shoal River Bridge—Road No. 54 

On motion of Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Chairman be and he 
is hereby authorized to make application to the War 
Department for their approval of the construction of 
a bridge over Shoal River, located approximately five 
miles south of Crestview, on Road 54, Okaloosa Coun¬ 
ty, Florida, which said bridge shall be constructed 
according to the plans submitted by the Department. 

Road No. 13, Bradford County 
On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, Road No. 13 forms a part* of the Fed¬ 
eral Seven Percent System of Florida; and 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department is desir¬ 
ous of obtaining Federal Funds to aid in the con¬ 
struction of that portion of Road No. 13 by passing 
Hampton in the county of Bradford, Now, Therefore, 
Be It 

RESOLVED; that the Chairman is hereby au¬ 
thorized to submit plans and specifications to the 
Bureau of Public Roads and make application for 


Federal Aid for said project; and the Department 
does hereby pledge that the necessary funds will be 
provided by said Department for meeting Federal 
Aid on said proposed Federal-Aid Project ; and Be 
It Further 

RESOLVED; That the State Highway Engineer 
be and he is hereby directed to commence the con¬ 
struction of said road as soon as all necessary plans 
are completed. 

Road No. 2, Alachua County- 

On motion of Mr. Shands, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, Road No. 2 forms a part of the Fed¬ 
eral Seven Percent System of Florida; and 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department' is desir¬ 
ous of obtaining Federal Funds to aid in the con¬ 
struction of that portion of Road No. 2 from Gaines¬ 
ville to Paradise in the County of Alachua, Now, 
Therefore, Be It 

RESOLVED; that the Chairman is hereby author¬ 
ized to submit plans and specifications to the Bureau 
of Public Roads and make application for Federal 
Aid for said project; and the Department does here¬ 
by pledge that the necessary funds will be pro¬ 
vided by said Department for meeting Federal Aid 
on said proposed Federal-Aid Project; and Be It 
Further 

RESOLVED; That the State Highway Engineer 
be and he is hereby directed to commence the con¬ 
struction of said road as soon as all necessary plans 
are completed. 

Road No. 5, Sarasota County 

On motion of Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, Road No. 5 forms a part of the Fed¬ 
eral Seven Percent System of Florida; and 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department is de¬ 
sirous of obtaining Federal Funds to aid in the con¬ 
struction of that portion of Road No. 5 from Venice 
to the Myakka River in the County of Sarasota, Now, 
Therefore, Be It 

RESOLVED; that the Chairman is hereby author¬ 
ized to submit plans and specifications to the Bureau 
of Public Roads and make application for Federal 
Aid for said project; and the Department does here¬ 
by pledge that the necessary funds will be pro¬ 
vided by said Department for meeting Federal Aid 
on said proposed Federal-Aid Project; and Be It 
Further 

RESOLVED; That the State Highway Engineer 
be and he is hereby directed to commence the con¬ 
struction of said road as soon as all necessary plans 
are completed. 

Wakulla River Bridge—Road No. 10 

On motion of Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. Hills, 
the following Resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Chairman be and 
he is hereby authorized to make application to the 
War Department for their approval of the reconstruc¬ 
tion of a bridge over Wakulla River, located approxi¬ 
mately seventeen miles southwest of Tallahassee, on 
Road No. 10, Wakulla County. 

Report of Traffic Manager 

The Chairman presented to the members a written 
report from its Traffic Manager, Mr. F. E. Harrison, 
showing in detail his operations for the Department 
for the year 1930. 
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On motion of Mr. Bentley, seconded by Mr. Shands, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED, That the Department do ac¬ 
cept the report of the Traffic Manager this day sub¬ 
mitted, which report is in the words and figures as 
follows, to wit: 

Tallahassee, Fla., March 9th, 1931. 
To the Members of the Board : 

Aside from the routine work of verifying freight 
bills on all shipments of materials and supplies con¬ 
signed to either the Department or to the Department 
in care of the Contractor on the projects, have had a 
rather busy year as indicated below: 

On January 4, 1930, attended hearing before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in connection with 
complaint filed by the American Tar Products Co. 
assailing the rates on coal tar from Birmingham to all 
destinations in Florida south and east of River Junc¬ 
tion. The Examiner's proposed report has been re¬ 
ceived and he recommends a reduction in present and 
future rates and also awarded reparation. It is my 
understanding that the Department will share in such 
reparation as is due on shipments upon which the 
freight charges were paid by it. The amount should 
be substantial, but it would not be feasible to make 
an estimate at this time. 

On January 21-22 attended hearing at Jacksonville 
before the Florida Railroad Commission at which time 
certain data relating to the state rates on roadway 
materials was submitted by me. This hearing involved 
the commercial rates only and the so-called Munici¬ 
pal scales were not before the Commission at that time. 
The case is still pending. 

Attended hearing at Jacksonville to protect the 
interests of the Department in connection with the 
hearing before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
involving the rates on cement to, from and between 
points in Florida. The whole case revolved around 
the fact that the so-called Florida arbitrary was as¬ 
sessed on cement from points outside of the state, 
whereas the Tampa Cement was permitted to move 
without the imposition of the arbitrary for that part 
of the haul south of the River Junction line of the 
Seaboard Air Line. The Examiner's report has re¬ 
cently been received and in it he recommends that 
the so-called arbitrary line be fixed on and north of the 
line of the Atlantic Coast Line from Jacksonville to 
Tampa and the S. A. L. from Plant City to Tampa. 
This would place a large part of the state within 
standard territory and if approved by the Commis¬ 
sion, reduce somew T hat the rates from points outside 
the state with a consequent reduction in price of ce¬ 
ment, for as I understand it, the freight rate enters 
into the price of cement. 

Conferred at Jacksonville on May 22nd and June 
18th, 1930, with reference to a compromise scale on 
roadway materials for general application throughout 
the state in lieu of the present so-called Municipal 
scales. This matter was presented to the members 
of the Board by the undersigned at the Panama City 
meeting and also by a representative of the lime rock 
interests at a recent meeting held at Gainesville. The 
Department as will be recalled decided to permit the 
matter to be determined by the Florida Railroad Com¬ 
mission. 

Had we accepted the so-called compromise scale in 
lieu of the municipal scales now being enjoyed and it 
had been put into effect promptly, it would have re¬ 


sulted in an added expense in freight charges on con¬ 
tracts outstanding and to be let of approximately 
$100,000.00. This is based upon an actual re-rating 
of tonnage moving during the first half of 1930, and 
the same ratio applied to the remainder of the year. 

The following savings to the Department w r ere ac¬ 
complished during the past 12 months:
